Steiphen Mori in Court for Al- 


i leged Murder of W. H. 


Fitzgerald. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 7. — The 


triaf of Stephen . Mori, hotel man of 
Brighton Beach, accused of the mur- 
der,1,' of William Harvey Fitzgerald', a 
barber of this city, began before Su- 
perijor Judge Buch at Hedwood City 
thli morning. 


The slaying of Fitzgerald within 
hearing of his 12-year-old son Dun- 
can; on the beach at Brighton on No- 
venjiber 12 last,.was one of the most 
heart rending tragedies which has 
eve/r. attracted the attention of the San 
WJateo county authorities, 
. Fitzgerald with , his little boy 
had 
left here In a buggy on a week-end 
jaunt, and had driven the vehicle into 
a sand-cove at the beach, where they 
slept 'all night. In the 'morning the 
lad fired several shots at some ducks 
and then putting his gun in the buggy, 
went off toward a small lake. As he 
was proceeding he met Mori on horse- 
back, who asked him who had done 
.the shooting. He replied that he did 
r"t know, but that his father was at 
the cove and the hotel man went down 
taero and talked to Fitzgerald. 


FINDS FATHER DEAD. 


"What'conversation occurred nobody 
'knows, but.'Mori returned, to the hotel, 
obtained a shotgun, and accompanied 
by a man named Palenzio, went back 
to the beach. 
Two- shots rang out. 
and when little Duncan Fitzgerald 
ran down he found his father dead 
and saw the two men running away.

lessness In expenditure which the super- 
visors are inquiring Into. The resolution 
on the subject introduced by Supervisor 
Kellfty is as follows: 


BOARD ON RECORD. 


Whereas, Owing to the failure and 
refusal of the council >»f the' city of 
Oakland, to levy a tax for school pur-: 
poses for the fiscal years of 1909-10 
and 1910-11; it became necessary un- 
der the general law for this board of 
supervisors to levy said tax, thereby' 
materially increasing the tax rate 
as fixed by this board for' State and v 
county purposes; and 
,

Whereas, The tax for 
supporting, 
the schools of the city of Oakland is 
distinctively a local municipal matter 
which, by all right, belongs to the. 
board of education and the council 
of the city of Oakland; . they being 
presumed to have some familiarity 
with the subject matter; and 
Whereas, Section 119 ,of .the charter 
of the city of Oakland provides that' 
the 
council may, .upon request 
of 
the board of education, levy a .tax. 
upon tha taxa,ble property of the city 
which will, with the money obtained 
from other sources for 
educational 
purposes, raise sufficient. '. funds to . 
adequately support the public 'schools 
of the city, thereby conferring' upon • 
said council ' the right to levy said 
tax; now, therefore, be it 
Resolved, That the board of edu- 
cation of the city of, OaKIand, be andV 
it Is hereby requested 'to make such 
request of the council • to ,'levy such 
tax and that the council so levy the 
same, and be it-further • 
2lesolved, That' in the event o' the 
failure or refusal .of the 
city of 
Oakland to levy. said, tax for school 
purposes, thereby placing the burden 
of such levy on this board of super- 
visors, this board hereby notifies the 
said board of education and the said 
council of the city of Oakland, that it 
wll! levy for school purposes the low- 
est possible tax sufficient to main- 
tain the schools for the ensuing year. 


STATEMENT OF. KELLEY 


-Supervisor Kelley declared that the 


supervisors were compelled to levy a tax 
last year for the- support 
of the city 


schools of Oakland because the city coun- 
cil and the board of. education refused 
to provide .for their support 
That levy 


was criticised as excessive and the super-' 
visors were also criticised for the -levy, 
although many of the people who criti- 
cised did not know that the levy could 
not be otherwise because the supervisors 
being 
compelled 
to 
provide 
for 
the 


schools of the city- of Oakland when they 
ought to have been provided for by the 
city council of that city. He said that 
he was not disposed to make the taxes as 
excessive this year in doing what ought 
to have been done by the board of edu- 
cation of the city council of Oakland. He 
declared that it was not-the' duty of the 
supervisors to take care of tho'se schools 
and he did not think that tbe supervisors 
should provide for them.. That should 
devolve either, on the board, of "education 
or the city council, because -they were 
supposed to be' familiar with them.. He 
believed that It would be the proper thing 
for tho-board of supervisors to refuse to 
make a levy, for thoso schools: and pfiace 
the matter in the hands of the city gov- 
ernment, who -were supposed .to be fa- 
miliar with tho cost of maintaining theltn.. 


President Mulllns said that 'the board 


should 
require Superintendent "McCly- 


monds to submit an estimate of tho cost 
for the maintenance of tiia schools for 
next year. He did not think that there, 
should be any assistance rendered unless 
that official should show what t!he schools 
had cost last year.

the same time they were not pa.ying for 
schools of the city, but making the 
county provide the money for tiiar pur- 
pose. He wanted the board of iiupervis- 
ors to be put in. the right place with the 
people. If the board should serve a, no- 
tice upon those city officials that tha 
supervisors would not levy a city school 
tax this year, tbe city council would 
have to provid-e a levy of the kind-for 
themselves. 
He could see no reason 


why the supervisors should, .make ^pro- 
vision for tho schools for tha- reason 
that they were ..not supposed to be fa- 
miliar with their needs. He would liks

Oakland's light has begun to shine in the dark places. For .some 


reason it has been hitherto ignored by publications devoted to civic 
growth and municipal development, but the importance and achieye- 
•nents of this city are at last becoming recognized abroad. 


For example, Oakland has been for the first time included in the 


Chicago Construction News annual summary of building in the lead- 
Ing cities of the United States. -Why it has hitherto excluded Oak- 
"and is a mj'Stery, for the News summary regularly embodied state- 
ments of building operations of a much smaller scale than those car- 
ried on in this city. In building activity Oakland"'last year led all 
the cities of its class. It was away ahead of such cities as New Or-. 
leans, Toledo, Columbus, Ohio, Hartford, Omaha, Memphis, Rich- 
mond, Louisville and Grand Rapids. In the matter of paving, sew- 
ering and other civic improvements it was second to no city of its 
class. In general improvement it was ahead of all others.. 


The cost of the building improvements :made in 1910 aggregated 


$6,460,094. But this enormous building bill is not exceptional—it is 
only the average of the past six "years. Since 1904, the annual cost of 
building construction in Oakland has averaged $6,500,000. If the 
amount expended in the urban territory immediately adjacent and 
tributary to the trade of this city, be included, the average would be 
millions greater.

.more attractive, artistic and morally beneficial than the parks and 


playgrounds which have been provided in the. last half a dozen years. 


Many costly public and ..private improvements are projected for 


the immediate future. All will add to the beauty of the city and in- 
crease its commercial facilities. The cost has inmost cases been 
provided for, hence there is nothing problematical about them. 
Public improvements to cost more than $5,000,000 have already 
been authorized and the bonds voted. In a few months there will 
be dock accommodations on the western water front for ships draw- 
ing thirty feet of water. Already there are ships to use them. This 
fact has begun to dawn upon the eastern mind, and it is drawing 
attention to Oakland. When people abroad see the amount that is 
being expended for building here they immediately inquire'what 
kind of buildingiis being done and why it is done. When that point 
fe reached the importance of Oakland is realized. 


These are some of the reasons why. real estate values are so firm 


in this city and why investment in rea-l property here is so safe and 
so sure of speedy and large returns. Every business building is oc- 
cupied as soon as erected,'and the cry is still for more. More than 
a. hundred new dwellings are completed each month and they are 
sold or occupied almost as soon as finished. Increase in population 
and business accounts for the tremendous building activity. Capital 
and new people are attracted'here by the extraordinary .'advantages 
this city offers for commerce and manufacturing. Oakland's climate 
and location make it an ideal place of residence. That is why men of 
thrift and discrimination are buying and building here. A city that 
has the best schools in the State and the most charming environs, 
and is adding 5000 home-owners to its population each year is an 
inviting place for residence and investment. The spirit of enterprise 
animating the community is another attraction. 
The commercial 


and maritime possibilities are another. ,A vast and fertile agricul- 
tural hinterland is a third. In short, Oakland has everything that 
goes to make up a great, populous, prosperous commercial city. Con- 
sequently it is an ideal place for investment. 


Everybody concerned has denied that President Taft advised 


or even favored the election of Lorimer, nevertheless the false state- 
ment that he sent word out to Illinois that Lorimer would be. a good 
man to elect is constantly repeated in newspapers hostile to the 
President. Edward Hines went to Washington in search of assist- 
ance for Lorimer, but he did not see the President, nor even.com- 
rrTunicate with him.

He was trying to elect Lorimer by means which have now been ex- 
posed and desired to make the public believe Lorimer had the re- 
sponsible backing of the President. He had nothing of the/kind, as 
Hines now admits, but that does not hinder journals claiming to be 
super-respectable from circulating the false statement respecting the 
President's part in the affair.

Why Germany Hesitates. 
' 


It looks as if Germany 'would have to back down in the Agadir 


affair. The unexpectedly firm and uncompromising attitude of Eng- 
land and France has made it apparent that a general European war 
would result if Germany persisted in her plan to establish a naval 
base «« the west coast of Morocco. Such a naval base would invade 
the sphere of French influence in North Africa and be a stategic post 
on the flank of British commerce. France would have been disposed 
to make concessions but for the unyielding attitude assumed by the 
British ministry. Hence Germany must get out of Agadir or figh't, 
and the stake is not worth a war nor is the German Kaiser desirous 
of going to war on small pretexts and under such unpropitious cir- 
cumstances. 
, 


It has developed since the German occupation of Agadir that 


there is a general desire in Europe to curb the overshadowing mili- 
tary power of Germany. In England public sentiment rallied to the 
support of the Asquith ministry with a unanimity that was evident- 
ly not expected in Berlin. The show of firmness at London, and 
Paris was also disconcerting. 
Moreover, Russia manifested a- de- 


cided, inclination to favor France and Great Britain. 


Germany can expect no aid from Austria, for Hungary is bitterly 


opposed to aiding.the Pan-German 'designs of Wilhelm or of assist- 
ing in any way to aggrandize the German Empire. Servia and -Bul- 
garia are already deeply offended at Austria's annexation of Bosnia 
and Herzegoviniaf, and in case of a conflict between Russia and 
France on one side and Germany on the other would be likely to 
•>ide with the former. 
"•' 


In such an alignment Italy would either remain neutral or side 


with the coalition against Germany. Hence Germany would stand 
•>"icu-a»Uy alone against United Europe in case the Anadir dispute

came to blows. She would have to defend her eastern frontier 
against Russia and her western frontier, against France, and at the 
same time cope with the combined fleets of England and France on 
the sea. Every German.port would be immediately blocked up in 
the event of'war. If Austria should be drawn into tt,;the Hapsburgh 
Empire would be likely to.split asunder and the map of Europe rad- 
ically changed. 


This portentous aspect of affairs has undoubtedly counseled 


moderation on the part of the German foreign office. Germany does 
not want war for a variety of reasons, especially a war that would 
put her military supremacy to the supreme test and imperil the 
enormous-maritime commerce she has built up with such pains and 
expense. She sincerely desires peace, and is reluctant for humani- 
tarian and material reasons "to bring on, a general European war 
without'a'genuine'pretext. 


Of course, Germany has as much right to seize territory in Africa 


as France and England has^, but her aggression on Morocco in this 
instance is'so 'evidently 'inimical to the safety of Great Britain and 
the prestige of France that'it is. quite natural for.those nations to 
protest. In case France, and England allowed their protests to go. 
unheeded they would; inevitably suffer in power and influence. 
Hence having once protested they are forced to stand by the pro- 
test to the last extremity. .What it 'forebodes must deter even 
the boldest minds in Germany. The Teutonic Empire would be 
beset by enemies on every side and her energies would be wasted 
in a mighty conflict of doubtful outcome. And all .without reason- 
able excuse or promise of profitable'result. 


"If the Democrats' were allowed to name the head of the Repub- 


lican Presidential ticket .they would undoubtedly name William H. 
Taft,'" says the Los Angeles Express. Which shows that the Ex- 
press -says a good deal more than its prayers and is hostile to Taft. 
If the Democrats could name the Republican candidate for President 
they would name anybody but Tkft. La Follette would probably be 
their man, for the Democratic candidate would have a walkover 
with La Follette 'at the head of the Republican ticket. La Follette 
might have a chance against Bryan, but in our opinion Bryan would 
easily beat him.

| REVOLUTION IN IMMIGRA TION 


One of the great changes likely to be 


wrought in' ocean transportation by the 
completion of the Panama Canal is the 
diversion of Immigration from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific sifie of the United 
States. 
While the Ellis Island .station 


will continua to handle large numbers of 
new arrivals, it is not at all Improba- 
ble that It will rank second in Impor- 
tance to the Angel • Island 
' station in 


San Francisco bay, within a Tew years. 
At any rate, it Is expected that th'e all- 
water route in our Pacific, ports will 
give a great impetus to immigration, in- 
asmuch as the present handicap ..of high 
railroad rates will be removed, while the 
coast states are preparing to offer • in- 
ducement calculated .to draw Europeans, 
here in larger numbers than hv the-past. 


First to recognize the possibilities of 


this new_ opening- for 
the . Immigrant- 


carrying steamship lines, 'the enterpris- 
ing Hamburg company is already taking 
steps to. plant its flag'on'.the San Fran- 
cisco bay shoXe. A site for the erection 
of Immense warehouses 
and.locks has 


been secured, it Is said, and a heavy out- 
lay for the improvements' is 
contem- 


plated. 
Presumably, 
the 
steamship 


company is figuring on 
developing a 


heavy freight traffic both ways, in addi- 
tion to the .Immigration business. 
Tha 


German line cannot hope, however, to 
have a monopoly of the new opportunity. 
The Italian lines and others engaged in 
immigration traffic can be expected to 
reach out for their share, until perhaps 
four or five' direct routes from Europe to 
tha coast' will be established. 


As these lines are not permitted, un- 


der our coastwise laws, to engage in 
traffic between the Atlantic and Paciflc 
ports, they will not.sail via New York, 
but "will cut across from the Mediterran- 
ean, to .the isthmus/ thus greatly les- 
sening tha distance. Besides the inroads 
on her immigrant traffic, which at Itself 
inflicts a severe blow. New York is .des- 
tined to lose the ocean tonnage which 
now Is shipped through,, :j that port Tor 
distribution in the Rockies and beyond.— 
Washington Post.

WHITEWASH SAVES 


FRUIT TREES FROM PEST 


JOSE,. Aug. 7.—The good results 


of one of the cleanest-cut .experiments 
that ha« ever been made in the valley in 
an endeavor to eradicate, the thrlps may 
be seep in the orchard of W. C. Bogan on 
the San Tomas road. 
The experiment 


was tried on trees that have been in bear- 
Ing for several years, and the result was 
even, more pronounced than in the former 
case. A part of the trees were sprayed 
'with straight whitewash and a part with a 
solution, to which was added 1 per. cent 
of carbolic acid. The result appears to 
he idenjtlcal in hoth eases, 


Tha fruit wag picked last week. The 


sprayed, trees produced eight times, as 
much as those upon which tjie prepara- 
tion had not been placed.

Unheralded by the cus- 
tomary drop In temperature, the Iceberg 
loomed up in front of tliti vessel almost 
at the moment of the collision. 
There was a crash as the sharp stem 
cut Into the berg and tons of ice .crash- 
ed down on the vessel's deck. 
Captain 
Mitchell signaled full speed astern, -and 
the liner backed away before 
officers 
or crew could get a view of tha Icy 
mountain they had encountered. .-• 
An' Inventory of the damage showed 
the tow stove In so badly that the liner 
was taking. water, and the canvas ac- 
cordingly ..was .roped across the splin- 
tered plates. 
The crew, In removing 
the mass, of ice forward, 
made little 
headway until, with their axes, they had 
split the largest pieces, weighing tons, 
Into many sections. 
The passengers could not see the tee-.. 
berg through the fog after the' steamer 
hacked away, but they heard the waves 
breaking against Its base 
and heard 
their voices echo from Its walls: 


SEVERAL INJURED. 


Close examination of the Columbia at 
its dock revealed greater damage than 
at first was reported.. 
Its 'hold was 
flooded with hundreds'" of tons of water. 
Its bow plates were 
crumpled for 15 
feet, its port anchor waa torn away and 
several .persons aboard were 
suffering 
from Injuries.' Among them were Mrs.' 
Elizabeth Ogllvle, an elderly

Sometimes I have been beaten out of 
several dollars'1 worth of produce in such 
a manner on shipments that were com- 
paratively small, not to mention tht com- 
mission, freight charges 
and 
drayage 
that Is deducted from the proceeds. I 
hav-e found, as have others producers,'. 
that In thiS long run it -is,more profit-: 
able to sell to the canneries .'and ship- 
pers, for though produce.may sell at a 
better, pridle -In the markets, yet aftar, 
tha commission merchants have allowed!! 
for ,commission, etc., the producer gen- 
erally realizes less! profit than if he 
sold to th'ese^ other concerns. 
. 
The commission .merchants want all 


the profit, and as a rule they get It. 
They throw the proceeds, up to tha cell- 
Ing and what stick there goes to the 
producer and what falls to the floor Is 
their share. , 
Then, too, the cannery- men and ship- 
pers send agents around In the spring 
of the year arid.buy up'.all the produce 
they can, at.fair' prices, and the fruit 
and vegetables . that these concerns re-. 
Jeet goes into tha markets and is sold 
at ridiculous prices, for the reason that 
the scarcity of fruit in tha local mar- 
kets gives the commission merchants a 
good excuse for asking such prices for 
inferior truck, although the producers 
get ? but a small price for the 
culls.

of our institutions and opens the door to 
Injustice and fraud." 
"I am afraid that the principle of the

Mammoth Structure, WOQ Fuel in Length, 


ffeporfed to Be in 


WA5PIINGTON, Aug. 7.—San Francis- 


co bay Is to have tha largest naval dry- 
dock in the world. It will be either In 
San Franoisco or Vallajo. 


The Navy Department Is malting plans 


for Its construction in view of tha fact 
that tha Paciac .Coast is to have a battle- 
ship fleet, and- Congress will be urged to 
authorize its construction and have it 
ready by the opening of tha Panama 
canal If possible. 


The great dock will be 1000 feet Ions 


and 110 feet wide, and as these dimen- 
sions are practically double the keel and 
beam of tha biggest Dreadnought in the 
navy, ample provision Is being- mado for 
the future growth of. battleships. Any 
vessel that will be able to go through 
the canal can ba docked In. San Franr 
Cisco bay, and it is not likely, experts 
Bay, 
that the government will ever build 


naval vessels that cannot sail through 
the canal. 


The great German docks at Kiel, tha 


Japanese docks at Masampo,, the floating 
drydock Dewey at Olongapo, Philippines, 
and the docks at Belfast, Ireland,, will 
be outdone by tha dock which will bo 
placed on the shores of San Francisco 
bay. 


DEEP WATER NEEDED. 


Considering: the length and breadth of 


tho dock it will have to be placed so aa 
to allow for tho, Increased draught .of 
future battleships. 
This means that deep 


water will be a primal consideration in 
the location of the dock, for if a battle- 
ship is ever built with a keel 1000 fast 
in length she would draw a great deal 
more water than tha big fighting ma- 
chines of today. 
. 


For Instance, the North Dakota, one of 


the best of our Dreadnauffhts, is 619 faet 
long, or approximately thred city blocks. 
Har beam is 85 feet, fifteen feet wider 
than Broadway, New York, land, she draw- 
about 27 feet of water at trial displace- 


ment. 3-his battleship, with the Utah, 
Delaware, New Hampshire and. others, In 
course of construction, is as big as any 
lighting ship afloat except in one or two 
Instances. Another 
couple of hundred 


feet in length would necessarily mean a 
greater draft, so that in planning a dock 
for a thousand-foot vessel, the depth of 
water at its approaches will have to ba 
considered. But the 
navy department 


knows that San Francisco bay has tha 
necessary depth at several points which 
would be suitable for the construction of 
the dock. ;. 


EXCUSE WILL CEASE. 


For years the excuse for not having a 


•battleship fleet in the Pacific 'has been, 
the lack of docking facilities. But Sec- 
retary of the Navy Meyer made; recom- 
mendations to the effect that a naval 
base should be built at San Francisco 
and the opening- of tho Panama canal,will 
mean' that the Atlantic fleet frequently 
will be in Pacific waters. 


But, so far as tha Atlantic command 


is concerned, there is to be a Pacifio bat- 
tleship fleet as an Independent organiza- 
tion. With Its own drydocking facilities 
and the shops at Mare Island "navy yard 
and other-Pacific yards, it will be as dis- 
tinct a .fleet as the present Asiatic fleet. 


There will also be a similar dock built 


somewhere on the Atlantic coast so that 
each fleet will.-avoid being1 disassembled 
at frequent intervals for. docking and re- 
pairs, which will' add to its efficiency. 


: The situation of the dock .in San Fran- 
chisee bay will practically mean that tills 
:city will be the headquarters for the Pa- 
cific fleet, and 
with this flock easily 


reached from the southern coast, it is 
probable that the Atlantic fleet will use 
Magdalena bay for fleet target practice, 
with the result that the sea power of tha 
nation will be concentrated at San Fran- 
cisco probably as often, as once a year.
